N A Proclamation concerning Alehouſes. e ge 
Orry QOrxannDiISONE. 


Hereas diuerſe intolerable miſchiefes,to the common wealth of this Realme of Ireland, 


doe daily grow andencreaſe the exteſſiue number of Alehouſeg, and other houſes cal⸗ 
ed Tipling houſes, and thzough ſuch abuſes and diſozders as are commonly bſed and pꝛacti⸗ 
ſed within the ſame: 2M there is no polittue lat by any Act of Parliament as 
pet eſtabliſbed within this Kingdome, And whereas alate Act of State was made and pub⸗ 
Al ucbed by us the Deputie and Louncell of this Kingdome, foz the better oꝛdering of the ſaid 
Alehoules, and teduting them to ſoms leſſer number, by ſuppꝛeſſing all ſuch as ſbould not be 
thought fit. and lawfully licenſed to tell Ale 0z Beere by tetalle, with the impoſition of certaine 
fees 02 ſummes of monty, amountingto ten ſbillings ix pence ſterling vpon euery perſon which 
ſwould be ſo licenſed: Dince which time, the Kings moſt excellent Maieſlie in his abundant 
and accuſtomed fauour to his louing ſubtects of this Realme, hath beene gratiouſly pleaſed(vp- 
on the humble ſuite of ſome of his tubtects of this kingdome)to remit,and at his highneſſe owne 
charge to call inthe Letters patents graunted of ſome part of the ſaid fees and ſummes of mo⸗ 
ney,and to withdzaw the reſidue of the ſame from others, to whom by hig highneſſe fozmer appointment + the late Act of State 
it was limitted; by which (as by many other 2 it appeareth, that his excellent Maieſtie dcſireth rather the common good, 
then the pꝛiuate benefite of any perticular perſons, howſoeuer well deſeruing : And yet his eſſe till continuing his fozmer 
careof the publike good of this kingdome, as he hath giuen direction to Us foz the reuoking of the ſaid Act of State: ſo in his 
Pꝛintely wiſedome he hath conceiued, digeſted, andtranſmittedto be held and obſerued in this his Kealme, certaine other rules 
and directions; ag well foz the reducing ok the ſaid Alehoules to a conuenient number, and to ſuch perſons and in ſuch places as 
may be moſt foz the good ot᷑ the common wealth, as alſo foz the good rule and oꝛder to be kept within the ſame : and hath required 
Vs the Deputie and Louncell to ratifie and ſtrengthen the ſame by a pꝛouiſionall Act of State in this zingdome. Accozding to 
which his Maieſties commandement, Mee haue reuoked the ſaid fozmer Act of State, and confirmed his Maieſties later directi⸗ 
ons by anew pꝛouiſion oꝛ Act of State, actoꝛding to the tenoz ok his Maieſties letters bearing date at eſtminſtet the thzee and 
twentieth day of Junuary,in the eighteenth peare ol his Mateſties reigne of England, France and Ireland, and of Scotland the 
foure and fiftieth, And now to the intent that any of his Mateſties officers and louing ſubtects, whom the ſame may concerne, 
may not pꝛetend ignoꝛance ot his Mateſties royallpleaſurc concerning the pzemiſſes, Mee, his Maieſties Deputie and Councell 
of this kingdone, accoꝛding to the intention of the laid later Act of State, and his highneſſe ſaid letters, doe hereby in his Maie⸗ 
ties name ſtraightly charge and command that no maner perſon whatſoeuer (ball keep? any Jlchouſe oz Tipling houſe, noz ſell 
any Ale oꝛ Beere byretaile within this kingdome, but onely ſuch as (ball be licenſed, accoꝛding to the true meaning of the ſaid laſt 
— — of State, vpon luch peines as behereafter mentioned, and to be further puniſbed as contemners ofhis Maleſtie q 
ropail pieatnre, 
And me do further hereby declare, that encry perſon fo to be licenſed (ball befoze oz bponreceipt ofhig licenec,pay bntohis Ma⸗ 
teſties ble thee (billings and lixe pence currant money ofand in England and no moze,foz euery ycarethat hee ſhall ſtand oꝝʒ be ſo 
licenſed, And foz that no licenſes can be d,but by ſome perſons tly to be authoziſcdin that behalfe, voet haue ther» 
toze giuen oꝛder and directions, that commiſſions (ball be awarded vnder the great Seale ofthis kingdome into euerp tountie of 
this Kingdome,to a conuenient number of Lommiſſioners (ſome of the chiefeſt to be of the Quorum) to be nominated by the Depu- 
tie 02 chiete Gouernoz 02 Gouernoꝛs of this kingdome, with the conſent of his Mateſtieg pziute Louncell in this kingdome fox the 
time being. The ſaid Lommiſſtoners to be cholen ofthe Juſlites ofthe Peace, with ſuch others to be added vnto them, as the 
Deputie 02 other chiefe Gouernoz 02 Gouernoꝛs and Louncell of this Realme fox the tune being ſball thinke fit. Mhich Come 
millionet 8, oꝛ any two oz mote of them ſball conſider as well ofthenumber fit to be allowed foz Alehouſes and Tipling 
houſes, as of the places where the ſame ſhall be kept, and the abilitie and ſufficiency of the perſons that ſhall be licenſed to hetpe the 
ſame : Which laid LCommilſſtoners,02 two ( e) of them at the leaſt (whereofoneto be of the Quorum ) (hall yearely betwecne 
the firſt day of Fpzill,andthelaſt ot June at the quarter Sefſions,oz ſome other knowne times and plates tobe appoin⸗ 
ted by them oꝛ two of them in that behalfe, within the limits of their Commitlions,and then and there ſhall make choyſeof ſuch 
perſons, whom (as well foz their good behauiour, as fox their abilittes and conueniencie of houſes, furniture, and places of dwel- 
ling) they ſball know, oz be credibly infoꝛmed, to be the fitteſt tokeepe alehouſes. Ind that the ſame Lommilſioners, oz any two 
02 moꝛe ofthem (ſo one be of the Querum) (ball licence ſuch perſons to keepe alehouſes foz one peate the making of ſuch 
licence,andnolonger,Ind the partie lo licenſed ſhall iminediatly enter into Recognizance of ten pounds ſterling to his Pateſtie, 
befoze the ſaid Commiſſioners by whom he ſbal be ſo licenſed, The condition of which Recognizance ſhall be. That the partieſo li⸗ 
cenſed ſhall obſerue the aſſize of Bzead, Ale and Beere, and keepe two beddes well andconuentently furniſhed foz the lo of 
ſtrangers,and not to ble oꝛ ſuffer any common dying oz carding, and to keepe good oꝛder in his oz their houſes, noz willinglyto 
harbour any ſuſpected perſons of ill behauiour during the time of their licenſes: the ſatdlicenſes to be made at the publike Seſſt- 
ons, 02 other publike meetings ofthe ſaid Commiſſioners (oz any two 92 moꝛe of them as atozeſaid) foz that purpoſe, and not o⸗ 
viſe, And that the ſaid Lommiſſioners, oz any two oꝛ moꝛe of them as afozeſatd,by their ſaid commiſſion ſball be ſpecially au⸗ 
* well to take the acknowledgement ofthe laid Kecognizances to his Maieſtieg vſe, as to graunt and make the laid 
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And Mee further detlare, and in his Maieſties name ſtraightly charge and tommaund, That euery ſuch alehouſekeeper ſball 
pay to his Maieſtieg vſe che ſaid _ — lixe pence _ money of andin England, andno moze, to the hands of the 
Clerke of the Peace,oz other collectoꝛ tobe appointed ſoꝛ that purpoſe by the Cuſtos Rotulorum in euery countte (foz which clerke 
ofthe peace oꝛ other collectoz, ſo to be appointed, the Cuſtos Notulorum ig to anſwere) the ſame the ibillings and ſixe pence to be 
paydto his Maieſties vſe befoze the perſon ſo to be licenſed take out his licence,and the laid clerkt of the peace 02 other collectoꝛ, is 
to giue an acquitance without taking any thing foz the lame, And that the Licrke ofthe peace ofthe countie, oz other collectoz a- 
fozeſaid,ſball attend euery commiſſion,as well to make Licences and Yecognizances,and to enter the names of all ſuch as ſhall be 
licenſed into a faire booke, as alſo to receiue ſuch moneyes as (ball accrue out of the laid licenſes vnto his Maienie; and the ſeuerall 
ſummeg thereof like wile to enter into the laid booke: which booke,at the end o euery ſitting, ſhal be d with the hands of two 
ofthe Lommiſſtoners at the leaſt (whereof one to be of the Quorum) and ſhall be returned, together with ſuch money as ſhall be re· 
cetued as afozeſaid,into his Maieſties Exchequer yearely,by the end offoztie dapes after the ſigning thercof by the ſatd Tommiſ- 
ſioners,02 any two oz moze ot them as afozeſaid, And the Cuſtos Rotulorum ſhall be anſwerable to his Maieſtie foz ſuch monie g 


as by any ſuch Clerke of the Peace, oz other collectoz ſhallbe recetued, 
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Ind Wee doe hereby in his Maieſties name charge and command that no perſon tball pꝛeſume to k = 

mon alchouſe,oz tipling houle,oz vſe any common of Ale 0z Beert by retatle, without licence, — paine —— 

offending herein ſhall foz euety moncth whercin he ſbal ell any Ale oz Beere contrary to the intention ot this Pꝛoclamation, to-

And We the ſaid Deputieand Lounccll doe further declare and ozdaine, That if any of the ſaid clerkes oz collectoꝛs ſhall ey⸗ 
ther directly oz indirectiy exact, take oz teteiue of any perſon to be licenſed as afozeſaid.any ſumme ofmoney, fee 02 reward foz a- 
ny of the ſaid Recognizances,licences,oz acquittances (other then the ſad thzee ſbillings ire pence foz his Baieſties ble, as a= 
fozcſaid,oz the toꝛfeytures atoꝛcſaid) foz keeping an Alchouſe oz Tipling houſe, oz commonly ſcliing Ale oz Beere by retaile 
without licence. qt fo offending ſhall foxfeit fox eucry ſuch offence ten pounds currant money afozeſaid, the one halle to his Ma⸗ 
teſties le, and the other halle to him that ſbail inloꝛme, and ſball alſo be put from his office foz the (aidoffence, Ind noe further 

tue ozTer,authoziſe and declare, that the Juſtices of ae ineuery countte ſballhaue power to heare and determine the ſaid of- 
ces and to put from the imployment ſuch Clerke of the peace, oꝛ other col:ectoz afozeſaid, which ſball be found delinquent con⸗ 
cerning the pzemilſes,and to impziſon them vntill they haue paid the ſaid fincs, Ind if any ol the ſaid Lommiſſioners ſball ey⸗ 
ther directly oz indirectiytake any ſumme of money fee oz reward of any of the ſaid Xichouſekeepcrs, fox oz concerning the ob⸗ 
tayning ol any the licences afozcſatd,he oz they ſo offending ſhall be puniſbed by the Deputie oz other chiekc Gouernoz oz Gouer⸗ 
n02s,and Lounccil of this kingdome fox the time being as to them ſhall be thought fit, 

Pꝛouided alwapes, that ſuch perſons as ſball ſell ale oz bcere onely in places where the generall aſliſes oz the quarter ſeſſions 
ſball be kept, during the time of the aſliſes oz ſeſſions,02 at fayzes during the time of the fapʒes, ſball not be impeathed fox ſelling 
the ſame without licence. And ee further oꝛder and declare,that euery Llerke of the peace , oz other collectoz to be appointed 
as afozcſatd,ſball haue foz his labour in the execution of the ſaid office,fiue pounds currant money afozeſaid per annum to be paid 
him out ofthe ſaid money to be reteiued foʒ licences afozeſaid,andthe ſame to be allowed vpon his accompts. : 

Andfoz the moze expedite diſpatch of the (aid ſeruice, and that the Commiſſioners may not neede to atteud many dayes in the 
ſeſſions, Mte haue giuen oꝛder and taken a courſe, that a conuenient number of Licences. es and Fcquitances (bal 
euery yeare bc pzintedat his Maieſties charge. with blancks fox the names of the parties to be , and that the ſame ſhall 
be delinered tothe ſaid ſeuerall Licrkes of the peace,oz other collectozs ſo to be appointed, 

And mee doe in his Maieſties name heereby commaund and require, That eucry one fo to bee licenced ſhall haue ſome 
Digne, Stake 02 Bulb at his dooze, to giue notice vnto ſtrangers and trauellers, where they may receiueentertainement, and 
mecate,dzinke and lodging foꝛ their money, at reaſonable and competent rates. Ind laſtly, Me haue thought fit, and ſo haue gi⸗ 
onder and directions, that all the ozders and obſeruations afozeſaid ſhall be publiſbed and made knowne ts the people by pubitke 

P2oclamation,vnder the great Seale,in Market tovwne, And becauſe in ſo great a worte many things may occurre 
which cannot foz the pzeſent be foxeſcene, e further giuen and direction that the ſaid Commitoners ſball haue po- 
wer and to put in full and plenary execution,not oneiy all the aboue mentioned Ozders,but alſo all ſuch further direc- 
tions andinflructions as from time to time ſþall be ſent vntothem from the hands of the Deputie and Louncell fox the time be⸗
